RESPONSE TO EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

First, the Examiner's reference to "independent claim 29" is believed to be a 
typographical error. It appears that the Examiner intended to refer to independent claim 28. 

Second, the Examiner defines "submunition" as "any group of smaller weapons carried 
as a warhead by a missile or projective and expelled as the carrier approaches its target." 
Applicants agree that the term "submunition" encompasses the definition proffered by the 
Examiner, but maintain that it is not limited in that regard. Rather, the term "submunition" 
carries the plain and ordinary meaning that would be accorded to it by one of ordinary skill in the 
relevant art, which is at least as broad as the definition proffered by the Examiner.
